PERSUNAL AUTHORITY 

Church government and polity

greater personal authority than 


ed, but that personal authority 
existed only by its voluntary ac- 
ceptance by the Church. 
' Throughout the era of persecu- 
tions this simplicity seemed’ tnade- 
‘quate, as indeed it was !f the ar- 
ganisation !s assumed to hava 
| more significance, "or even .a 
_ separate significance from the re- 
gion of the persons composing it 
and so a certain amount: of’ cen- 
"tralising seemed necessary for the 
safety of.the institutions and the 
mémbers composing them. 
NECESSITY FOR LEADERSHIP 
The necessity for leadership soon 
appeared and ‘these were appoin- 
ted more arbitrarily than before. 
They were elected by the members 


and practice. : ’ None, anpeared to 
realise that the existence of a 
superior authority, capable. of such, 
incorporating, was itself "a menace 
to ‘the purity.and spirituality” ot 
the insitution. 


PERSONAL RELIGION: 

In the. Dark Ages Christlanity 
retreated to the monasteries where 
under the influence of asceticisin’ 
| personal religion lost its full power 
to control and direct the Ife of 
the fellowship. In mediaeval times 
It began to show itself again in the 
etforts of the Concillar Movement 


Church affairs, Particular men- 
tion must be made in'this connec- 
tion, of the Emperor Signismuna 
who insisted that the laity, should 
be allowed to vote ijn all meetings’ 
‘of the Councils. Wycliffe, Erasmus, 
Luther, each in’ his own fashion 
emphasised different aspects of tha, 
faith and practice of the Early 
Church, and affirmed the pre- 
eminent importance of personal 
religion. Justification by faith, tne 
priesthood af all .bellevers, the 
supreme authority of the Bible in 
matters of faith and practice, these 
were among the leading.emphases 
of the teackiing of ‘the reformers. 
Calvin's . experiment in Geneva 
while spiritually and ethically it 
| decided the nature of the lives of 
the Engilsh Puritans and the Scot- 
tish Reformers, it lent itself more 
readily to. Presbyterian organisation 
}than to that democratic form of 
government and. polity, which 
characterised the Eatly Church; its 
conduct was determined by its self- 


trom among themselves. These 
last two"facts to a large extent be- 
eame responsible for the decay of 
tne reality and force of personal 
religion and its influence as a 
_ determining factor in the Ife of 
“the Early Church. The, Church 
Member came to look to her lea- 
* ders, and to thelr organisation, for. 
their salvation, just as the simpler | 
Church had looked to Jesus and 
fits presence. Thus the weaknesses 
Inherent cven In the best of 
natures came to tell {ts grievous 
tale upon the Ife of the institu- 
tion. Of course there were re- 
volts against the consequent im- 
purities, such'’as that of -the 
., Donatists who insisted on the 
, Purity.of the membership, but such 
revolts were ‘either suppressed or, 
worse still, were incorporated as 
part of the Church system of faith |”

Dr, Arminius Vambery, and be- 
cause King Edward Vit was his 
father’s friend hé ls King Edward's 
godson, states the “Manchester 
Guardian.” 

Dr. Vambery dealt mainly wita | 
the scientific fallacies of the 
theorv. speaking ‘with considerable 
zest and humour. He said that as 
applied ‘to human aggregates the 


‘word’ race ‘was almost devoid of 
biological meaning, but it seemed, |. 


extremely difficult to remove it 
from popular use, particularly since 
certain developments of political 
theory had tended to admit im- 


‘plications of a psychological and 
-{ cultural . character transcending 


any blological definition. 
The. essential point of the’ sv- 


‘called racial theory which had been 


invented by Count Gobineau, a 
French poet.in the fir {es of the last 
century, was the ential su- 
periority of one race and the in- 
ferfority of others. It was pro- 


| fessor Max Muller who introduced 


the unfortunate term Aryan into 
current usage. He spoke not only 
of an Aryan" language but also of 
an Aryan race, “Thirty years later, 
convinced of his error he wrote in 
his biography of words, “I have de- 
clared again and again that when 
I say Aryans I mean simply those 
who speak an Aryan language. To 
me ‘an anthropologist who speaks 
of Aryan race, Aryan blood, Aryan 
“halr, fs as great @ slnner as a 
Unguist who speaks -of ‘a Doll- 
chocephalle dictionary.’”

There 
was no other infallible evidence for 
the superiority .of a race but the 
moral value. derived from success. 

‘ ARGUMENT NO USE 

Dr. Vambery said in conclusion: 
“It, looks’ as if Englishmen in thet? 
mental. attitude really do not re- 
cognise the grave.peril that threa- 
tens them and all civilised’ man- 
kind from applying wrong methods’ 
in the treatment of a social plague., 
It is perfectly hopless to argue with 
violence because the doctrine of 
violence, yields to one argument 
only, that of greater strength. It 
ls hopelessly vain to enter into 
negotiations and to conclude agree- 
ments with political exponents of 
the’ racial. theory because though 
personally they: may be - honest, 
that is they may be convinced.of 
thelr rectitude, according: to’ their 


‘particular system of morals menda-" 


city, deception, and fraud are.as 
rightful means to establish, to as- 
sert, and to uphold the supposed 
superiority as violence itself. ©

FLEW FROM AMERICA 
TO MANILA 


Mr. and Mrs, T. B. Wilson ar- 
Tived yesterday by the President 
Jefferson, and are staying at the 
Peninsula Hotel.. Mr. Wilson ts 
Vise President and, General ‘Mana- 
ger of the Alaska Steamship Co. 
and had a great deal: to do with the 
negotiations, and the settlement of 
the’ recent. American . shipping 
strike, an the Pacific Const. 

"Mr. and: Mrs. Wilson made a re- 
markably quick trip from U.S.A. to 
Hong Kong as they travelled from 
San Francisco to Manila by air. 
Leaving San Francisco oh April 25, 
and reaching Manila at 3 pm. on 
April "21 they caught the Presi- 
dent Jefferson and salled at mid- 
night the same day, reaching Hong 
Kong yesterday afternoon. - 

Mrs. Wilson told our representa- 
tive that they had good weather 
and g very\pleasant trip; but after 
the first day it became slightly 
monotonous, es there was nothing 
to be seen but the white clouds 
through which they" flew: all the 
time, and a vast expanse of empty

small as they were flying at an 
altitude of 8,000 fot’ most of the:

SLEPT “LIKE A-TOP" 

They spent the first night In the 
plane and Mrs. Wilson said that 
she found it most comfortable and 
slept “like a top.” The berths pro- 
vided being rather reminiscent of 
a Pullman sleeper. 

That was the only night spent 
in the air, all the rest of the fly- 
Ing belng done by day: 

They passed only one other 
plane, and when. they did so 
noticed a very curious fact.
